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Tlie Tyramt Judge. 

• Mr Chief Jnetiee Bogbio of Britisb 
Golambia has made hie appearance in 
a new role. After aetting aside the 
v«rdiot of the jury in the suit of llic 
Aurora V. the Davis Gold Mining Com- 
pany, the Chief Justice offered his 
services as solo arbitrator. Tho 
Aurora Company jumped at the ohanco 
and accepted the offer. Tho Pavia 
Oompaoy hold back for a day or two 
but finally agreed to leave the caao in 
the Chief Justice's hands. Tho ro- 
suit has proved disastrous to their in- 
terests. The Aurora Company ni-o 
confirmed by the deoision of this up- 
right| oonsoientious man, in the pos- 
session of a piece of ground to whiob 
..n?t.iCRfj,inan in ten in Cariboo be< 
lieyes they are entitled. Apart from 
the iniquity of overturning the vor- 
diot of twelve men sworn to do their 
dnty, and returning a verdict in accor- 
dance with justice and equity, Cbiut' 
Jusfioe Begbie has compromised him- 
self by the extraordinary decision ho 
has tendered, and the extraordinary 
manner in which he attempts to ex- 
plain away his conduct. "Why," 
saya he,''' the stakes were driven in 
August, 1864 J I J<now they must b.ivo 
been driven then, because I saw them a 
few days before this case came on 1" In 
other words, if a thing exists to-day, 
it must have existed two years ago. 
At any rate such is the logic of Mr 
Begbie's explanation. It is diffioult to 
imagine why the Chief Justice, when 
acquainted with the merits of the 
case be/ore it came on, should offer 
himself as an arbiter after it bad boon 
eoncluded. The conclusion that his 
mind must have been made up beforo 
the case came on at all, is irresistiblo. 
He appears to have started from Now 
Westminster deeply impressed with a 
solemn conviction that it was his 
bonndeu duty to decide against the 
Davis Company in any event, and ho 
has done so. But, if we mistake not, 
he has raised a storm of indignation 
about his ears that will not soon sub- 
side. The indignant remonstrance 
of the miners at the late mass meeting 
should show this judicial tyrant that 
he is treading on dangerous ground 
^.APd. that when he upsets the verdict 
of a jury without proper cause he is 
tamperingwith the best interests of tho 
country. The request for the remov.il 
will, we fear, do no good. The Ad- 
ministrator of the Government has not 
the power to comply with the roquost, 
even if ho had tho will. He may 
suspend, but he cannot remove. And 
he will do neither. Therefore, meet» 
ings should bo held in every part of 
the country and memorials passed 
asking Mr. Oardwell to remove tho 
official who arrogates to himself moro 
than sovereign power ; who snmmonB 
■what he calls "twelve men of one 
sort" to deliberate with "a mon of 
another sort," and then refuses to ac- 
cept the result of their deliberation as 
binding. Now, if Chief Justice Begbie 
may upset the verdiot of juries at plea- 
sure, wherein is the sense of having 
juries at all ? Why not do away wit)' 
government, legislatures, courts and 
juries, and place the destinies of the 
osnntry in the hands of the Tyrant 
Judge? Either this, or the people 
must agitate and not relax their efforts 
until they have obtained relief.

Yesterday morning VVm: i\[cGiiire and 
McQcQ left homo on liorsubaok lor liriidago 
Canon to louato a copper lead. ADout tbrou 
hours after, tho horHo of MctJco canio back 
to his house with tho Raddle and bridle on. 
It was immodiatoly suspecled that foul play 
bad been committed. A search was made 
yesterday but without sucochs. This morning 
tbe horse of McGuire was found, tbo saddle 
being oovered with blood. Oo tbe oews 
arriving in town, the SberiO went la search 
of tbe missing man. Tbe body of McGeo 
was found in Arrop Seoo. Tbo Ljdy when 
found was lying wnh its face downward, with 
one hand grasping a pistol from which there 
bad been one shut firod. A post mortom 
cxaminatioD was madu and an arrow barb 
token from tbo wound revealed that tbo 
killing was caused by an arrow enlerinj^ tbu 
back bolow tho pliouldor blado and ranging' 
downward, MoGuiro's body Imu not yet Ijccii 
found, though it is evidoiit that botli were 
killed by tho Indiane. McGuiro loaves u 
wife and fonr children.

Jli'itish I'oliiiiiliin. 

Qiicsnellomoutb, Juno 2G. — Tlio Cariboo 
Scnlinel, of tho Slat, has tho following ; Juno 
I9ib.— Davis Co., vs Anrora Oo. Both par- 
ties having oonsented to the referenoe of the 
wbolo case to the arbltfatioD of the Chief 
Justice, the case came up for a final ad- 
judication this morning. Tbo Court room 
was crowded with eager listeners. Tho Judge 
remarked that the duty be bad to prolorm 
to-duy was [not?] to ducido as to tbo rights 
of parties, but to ulFeot u treaty ol peaoo. If 
ho bad known thura would have boon no 
conflict of evidence as to facta he would 
never have permitted a specinl jar;' lo bo 
called. A'"Bry often inequity and la.v courts, 
tbo Judgo summons Q jury simply for his 
advice, not to ascertain the law, but to deter- 
mino the facts. Juries were called in courts 
of law to decide tbe facts, beoauae wo placed 
more reliance in the jtidgment of twelve men 
of one sort, than in that of one man of an- 
other sort. With regard to tbe finding of 
juries where a jutlgo bolievos that a jury 
finds a verdiot, contrary to tbo evidence re- 
sulting from ignorance, fear, or any other 
cause, it is bis privilege to set nsido their 
verdiot and order a new trial. I can by no 
means agree with tbo finding of the jury, 
that tbo Aurora had failed lo prove that they 
did not stake their ground by tbe 8tb of Au- 
gust, 1864. If jury after jury were to find 
such a verdiot it would not be permitted to 
stand. There is no miner on tho Creek who 
could bavo established the staking of his 
ground ao well as tbo Aurora Co., havo done, 
■['bo slakes are now standing lliere. I went 
on ibo ground mysell and saw tliern a few 
diiys before tho hearing of the casu camu on, 
in order to satisfy raybolf, I havo not tho 
sli^litoat doubt that the stakes were put in on 
the 8lb ol August. Edwards, lliltnn and 
Drew all are positive ol this, and there 
ia not scrap of evidenon to rebut them unless 
it ia that of two men who went on the ground 
lor the purpose ol jumping it. When men 
go to jump ground they do not see their en- 
fmics' stakes. It is not of much inportance 
wbether the aiaketi wore Ibcro on tho 8tb ol 
August or not, 1 don't think thoru was a 
man or company on tho wiuile bill side in 
I8C4 that did not hear of ilio lioroaliH and 
Aurora Co's order then iKsuod lo the Davis 
Co., and know that the Aurora Co., held a 
claim. That company had no right lo put in 
their stakes there wbetbet the Aurora 
Co. bad staked or not; I mret heard a oleatcr 
case than the present, 

A mass meeting of the mioers and resi- 
dents of Cariboo was held in front of the 
Conrt-House at RichGold on Saturday even- 
ing last, and, notwithstanding the unpropiti- 
ous state of tho weather, wliicb during the 
afternoon wns showery, a large concouiso of 
people— perhaps tho largest' that has ever 
boon convened in the Colony, and tbo lirst 
that baa ever mot in Cariboo — assembled at 
the appointed hour, 8 o'clock p. m. Consid- 
ering tbe shortness of notice, it was surprising 
to observe the number of miners from the 
various camps in tbe vioioity of Williams 
Oteek. Lightning, Lowheo, ond Grouse 
Creeks were well represented, and altogether 
there oould not havo bocn less than from 
fiOO to GOO men present. Tbe meeting by 
acclamation appointed Mr C. Fulton to act 
as Chairman, and JVIr Huskinson as Secretary. 
Tbo Chairman, with a lew remarks introdu- 
ced Mr Murdock, who proposed tho first ro- 
Bolation: 

Resolved, That in tbo opinion of this meet- 
ing the administration of tbe mining laws by 
Mr Justice Begbie in tbe Supreme Court is 
partial, dictatorial and arbitrary, in setting 
aside the verdiot of juries, and calculated to 
create a fooling of distrust in iboso who have 
to seek redress through a Court of Justice. 
This was seconded by Mr Towers and carried. 
The second roaolulion was aa follows 
Resolved, That this meeting pledges itself 
to support tbo Government in carrying out 
the laws in their integrity, and begs for an im- 
partial adininstrution ot justice; to this end 
we desiro the estublislimBnt of a Court of 
Appeal, or tbe immediate removal of Mr Jus- 
tice Begbie, whose aots in setting afidc the 
law have destroyed confidence, and aro driv- 
ing labor, capital and enterprise out of tbo 
Colony. This resolution waa proposed by 
Mr John McLaren, seconded by Mr Frank 
Ferretl and carrisil. 
The third resolution wra ; 
Resolved, That a Committee of two per- 
soca be appointed to wait upon His Excel- 
lency the Administrator of the Government, 
with the foregoing resolutions, and earnestly 
impress npon him tbe ipamediate necessity 
of carrying oat tbe wishes of tbe people. 

This resolution was proposed by Mr George 
Murdock and seconded by Mr Thomas Simp- 
son. 

The Chairman proposed that Messrs J. 
McLoren and Frank Launioister bo appointed 
a Committee to wail upon Ilia E.vcelloney 
tbe Administrator of tho GovornmonI with 
tho foregoing resolutions, which, being put lo 
tho meeting, was carried by aoolamatiun, the 
meeting at iho same time pledging them- 
selves tu defroy tbe expense of the journey. 

Three cheers were then given for Judj'o 
Oox, tbe Victoria Ciiiio.vici.K, Jinfi^h c'u- 
tumbianavd Co/onrs/ newspujiors, tho Chair- 
man and tho Secretary, the Cariboo Si:nl/ncl 
and tlio (iueen, and three groans for Judge 
Dcgbio. Tho meeling then adjourned. 

Iniinedialely on the adjcurnmcnt ol lliu 
inaBs tneoling, tbe whole multitude waited 
on his honor, Gold Commissioner Cos, ut

Mr McUliuu moved lliat the omondmeiits 
bo sent back to tlie Ciuincil. The House 
hud ahowii uvury disposition to oomproniise 
this maltcsr with tin; C(iuiic;il but in vain; the 
Baine oyslujn was piiiduud in ovury caso and 
this WU3 a nmtlor liiai es,uiUiully concuriiud 
the Aasembly uloiic. Other Upper llouiies 
did not interfere with measures atleoliug tho 
Franehise and rolurn of mombeVs to tho 
Lower House.

House went into Committee on the 890,000 
loan bill. 

Dr Dickson said ho had opposed this moa- 
Bure at the outset, and saw no reason to 
change his -/iows. Ho pointed out what he 
thought wore contradictory statemeats in 
tbe message, which showed, that the expend- 
iture had lallon short of the revenue, and 
asked for a bill of authorisation for ?;2G,r)81 
expended over and above tho estimates. He 
did not look upon tbe accounts, which only 
gave lump sums, as oflording the information 
sought for by the House. Tliey were as 
much in the dark as ever as to the manner in 
which the jieoplo's moiicy hai been eipond- 
ed, and he did not therefore fool disposed to 
commit himself to a bill of indemnity. He 
asked the Committee to rise and report pro- 
gress ao oa to enable him to move that the 
particulars asked for be supplied. 

Mr Young said the object in calling for 
the ratarns bad been to satisiy tbe House 
that the money had been expended in a le- 
gitimate and not an illegilimate manner. 

Dr Helmcken explained to the hon. mem- 
ber I'or the District (Dr Dickson) that there 
was nothing; conlradiciory in the (Jovernor's 
message. Tlio e.vpendituio had (aileii short 
of tho cslimales voted in tho aggregate, but 
tboro had been an excess in the expenditure 
over some of tho specific items voted, and for 
the authorisation of this excess a bill na? 
required. Ue did not wish to push tbe bill 
through at all, but would ask the House to 
advanco tho bill a sta;;o, as evury one knew 
how affairs stood, ami it would show some 
disposition on the part of the Assembly not 
to prolong it. It could be dealt with at the 
third reading in such iiiaiiner as iho llougu 
determined. After some further discussion 
the motion to riao was lost on a division by 
7 to 3. 

Mr DeCosmos hero entered, and tho brat 
clause of tho bill waa taken up. 

Mr DeCosmos objected to tho ropaymoni 
of tho loan beui;^ extendud over three years; 
it should 1)0 ruduumed in Ionh time. 

Di; llelniolion did not Ihinl; i' could be rc- 
paii? ill loH'i than three years. The lion. f!un~ 
tienian iiroeoedcil to dwell upon tho present 
financial condition of tliu Colony, it was 
admitted on all aides, he said, that tbe Qov- 
ornment estimates wore far too bigb ; the 
revenue could not bo raised.

Dr Helmcken — What ovidanco ? How 
can you apk such a (|Uostion ?

Speaker's viows 
as to tho incapacity of the Colony to raise a 
rovenno. 

Mr Vounj]; Hii^mealed inakin;; the loan a 
good round sum insluiui of such a small one. 
Ho had hcun told that his opposition pre- 
vented certain j^ovorniuonl oniploye.s from 
being paid, but his objoet was the very ro- 
vorso ; it w is not to prevent any person bu- 
ing paid, but to sou that no undue preforenco 
was given. He understood that sonue of}}- 
oials had been paid, while school roaators and 
other useful atitl worthy tnou had nearly two 
months salary ilii(> to llieni. 

Dr Tolinie haid tho comtnittoo iiad inves- 
tigated the mailer an f:ir as lliey eoiild, and 
hud sooa the haul: aecuuiils. Tlio commit- 
icc had asked lla; (jovornmoMt to Boud down 
a bill. Ho did not think tho amount oould 
bo paid in less than three yoarq^ although he 
should be glad if it could. It was no uoe 
wasting time, however, and he hoped to see

Although ho 
was as much in favor of economy as any one, 
yet ho thojght tho oflioea could not be united, 
and the salary had already been reduced 
from 83000 to §1700. 

Mr McCluro thought that tl.a duliea could 
be combined, whether tho '1 rcasurer waa 
made Harbor Master or vice versa- 

Dr Tolmie called attention to the olrcum- 
stances under which tbeTieaaurer had been 
induced to reaign a good office to accopc tn.it 
he now held. He hoped tbo House would 
not bo oblivious of that. Ho, however, 
deprecated considerationa of friendship in- 
fluencing moinbors ot tho House. 

.Mr Young thought that the accounts 
showed that tho Bank performed tho major 
portion of the duties, 

Mr DeCosmoi said ho know no friendship 
in the House and had only tho public intor- 
est to serve. The Treasurer's duties consist- 
ed chiefly in reoeiving taxca and trades 
licenses, and ho saw no reason why tbe two 
ofHoea should not ba merged,; the only ciucs- 
tion was as to tho best mode of attaiuin^ 
economy. 

Mr .^lcClu^o said that the ioo( of economy 
strange as it might sound, lay in reaching 
the heads of deparlments. Dispense with 
tho head of a department and it was then 
easy to get rid of clerks, messengers, and all 
tho concomitant expenses. 

Dr ilolmckeo maintained that if there was 
ono office more necessary than another it 
was that of Colonial Treasurer, who should 
have nothing olsa added to his duties. It 
was a mistake to suppose that the Treasurer's 
only duties were to receive money. It was 
igu'orance of what constituted bis duties that 
made hon. merabera say bo. The Treasurer 
hud no clerk ; the clerk who assisted him 
had to attend to tho Land Ofiiee and par- 
form whatever other services wore reriuirud 
by tho Government. Tho ollico must bo pre- 
served, as the salary had already boon passed 
nod tho Hnuao had authorized him (the 
Speaker) to take uj) tho Estimatea to tho 
Governor and state that Iboae would be the 
Estimates of the year. How could oompo. 
tout men be induced to take ofBce if they 
were to labor under tbe constant fear of 
rules being suspended, itoms recommitted, 
and votes rescinded. 

Mr MoOlure said the moment heads of 
Departmenta wero touched, friends cried out 
ugainat it; It wag the only way to eflect 
retrenchroont' lie alluded to the frequent 
oomplainia urged by persona who had busi- 
ness to transact at tho Treasury, that the 
Treasurer waa absent either In toe Executive 
or Legislstivo Council. The House was 
bound to pay the Treasurer's salary up to the 
time the bill passed, but not afterwards, 

Mr Young considered that tho heads of 
Departmenta cost money, lie had long since 
suggested through the press, the advisability 
of having clerks to perform duties now fulGllcd 
by heads. fSalaries conaistentwitb tbeirrespon- 
aibility might bo paid, and they might bo re- 
(piircd to give bonds for security, He would 
have them all together in one building so that 
they might be at the call of the Oolonial Sec- 
rotary, and he thought that this system would 
work ofBcieotly while it would bo tho means 
of closmg uselets ottices and saving expense. 

Dr Tolmie thought the proposal to place all 
the public oflices under one roof a good on" 
nod ho favored it himself- It should, however, 
be borne in mind that tho duties of harbor 
niaslar, often took him away from his oflico. 
Tbe House ho tboi^gbt inugt retain the Trea- 
surer. 

Dr Dickson also considered tbe soggestion 
a good one to act upon next year, bat ball of 
the present year bad already expired. It 

had been mentioned to him that a largo 
amount of money wos saved -by the Harbor 
Master going oat and stopping goods from 
being smuggled away. This officer when 
away from his oiBce waa therefore doing 
good peryico to tho country, which might nol 
bo said of tho Treasurer when absent, but he 
thought tho Trouaurcr would willingly bo 
divested of his position in the Legislature. 
He had no friends to servo in tbe matter. 
(Oh ! from Mr DeCosmos.) He scarcely 
exchanged words with the Treasurer, but he 
was independent now. (I.augliicr.) 

.Mr McClure did not ca'c who the heads 
wero, 80 long us tho joint duties were eiricient- 
ly performed. 

Mr DeCosmos said for tho past three years, 
with all tbe professions of retrenchment 
made by boo, members, there wero only 
three in the House who wore really earnest 
in the work of retrenohmont. He denounced 
tho practice of favoritism in the House, and 
desigimtiid it as a species of robbery. 

Dr Helmcken lookup the cudgels for the 
members who waiu assailed, and rebuked 
the last speaker lor fiis choice language and 
chaste flow of rhetoric. Instead of only three 
members being in favor of retrenchmont ho 
thought every nicmber favored it, though 
thoy did not advocate deatruction, (hear) and 
did not indulge in spread-eagle inflammatory 
langunso to fill up newspapers and go abroad. 

."iir I'id well did not cunaidcr that IhoTroa- 
Hurcr waa oompotoi]! to fulfil the duties of 
Ilorbor-mastcr, or the Uarbor«master of 
Treasurer, Tho salary, moreover was only 
that of n book keeper. 

Mr .McCluro looked npnii ihoso pcr.^onali- 
lios as a disgrace to tho llouso. 'I'hc rpios- 
lion to bo determined by the Uommittoo waa 
simply oould tho country aflbrd to pay for 
both ofllces, or could they be cfllcienlly per- 
formed together. Ho hud liO wish to com- 
|)licato them. J 

Tlio motion to expunge was loHt and the 
item passed — .Mossra Young, MoUlure, and 
DoCosmos (lissonling. 

Survci/or Ocncial, SlliOO — Dr Diokson 
tailed to boo any necessity lor this ofllce. It 
did not do any good to the Colony, and it 
wasoieat from Mr Cardwoll's despatch that 
the Qederal Revenao was not cxpecteil to pay 
for it. He moved that it bo ox[iuiij^uiI. 

.Mr Young objootcd to tho abolition of the 
oflioo, Tlio llouae could not do it as the 
salary was paid out of tho Crown, and nol 
the (i onoral revenue. 

.Mr .McCluro thought the olBoe quite un- 
nccoasary. 

Mr I'idwoll oxplainotl whore tho duties of 
tho Surveyor were called into requisition in 
preemptions in the settlements, &o. 

Dr I'olmie had always been in favor of a 
leaa number of ofTioials, and that the Colonial 
.Secretary should bo the head of two or throe 
dopartmenls. That ollieer ini;;ht have more 
\.'ork to do and hovo the rosponsibililios ol 
other doparirnoniB on bia sbouidera. With 
tho ollioes all under ono roof it would sim- 
plify, matters. 

Dr Ash onlind altonllon to tho probable 
approach ol Union, Tho services of the 
Surveyor General might not bo much re- 
(juired just now, but they probably would ba 
by and by, and it would bo hotter that pay- 
ment in the interim should bo reslrinlod lo 
survicos rendered to the (Jolony, 

Ur Holineken maintained that the odico 
was one that could not bo ilispon.'-ed with. 
.Shut up tho Land Ollioe and tliu Colony 
might as well bo ahut up altogether. 

Mr McClure— Can it bo paid lor f 

Pr Holn^cken— That la another thing ; but 
tho oOQoe QaoDQt bo done away with. Lot 
tbe HonsB rojqsa to Toto the salary oat of the 
Qeneral Aevemia If it likes, but it must not 
do «way with the office: ^

tary, and stating that tbo salory cannot bo 
paid out of tho Geuerul Kcvcnuo. IJo ul- 
luded to a case that Le bad heard of where 
a person had come here for tbe purpose of 
pre-empting land -at Conioban, but; was un- 
able to do so. 

Mr Pidwell explained the circmnstancca. 

Mr DeCosmos thought tho ofTico of Lands 
and Worka ono of tha niost necefisary and 
important onos in the Colony, provided that 
the House, u9 an intelligcut body of men, 
conld find work foe him to do ; but if not, 
then thay should strike tbe earn proposed 
out, but shonld not abolish tbo offioe. 

Cousiderable disMssioa followed. 

Dr Dickson could not eeo tho ohjcct of 
paying tho Surveyor for doing iiolliing, and 
asserted that the Purveyor hu'l not surveyed 
a single loot of ground this yiar. 

Dr Helmcken — But he has looked after 
tho roads. 

Mr Young— Jiinion, Green & Rhodes 1 
[ Laughter.] 

Mr Pidwell— Yes, and Roud Coaimission- 
ersbave looked after loads, too, without get- 
ting anything for it; 

Tho Chairman pointed out that ono<halt of 
tho salary was already due. 

Tho folloiviiig reiohilion, oflercd by Dr. 
Ash, was (inally agreed lo : 

■' That ilu! ..rtoo for tho Surveyor General 
shall he paid .-^ololy on account of servioes 
rendered, or workd done at the expense of 
the general revenue." 

Tho latter part of tho clause in reforonco 
to acting as Socretury of Lighthouse Uoard, 
and performing the- functions of Assessor, 
was erased on motion of Dr Helmcken.

Nanaimo has of late achieved considerable 
notoriety ns a place whore tbe vendors of 
tangle-log carry on an extensive, and doubt- 
less, to thor-o directly interested, a profiiahlo 
trade with the Indians. A Irudo so uclariou.s, 
unless checked, it maybe cvpecled, will lead 
to serious complicatiuns, not only in con- 
nectioo with tho Indians hut also among tbe 
white people. On Priday, last week, the 
Constable, IVlr. Stewart, learning that a 
number of Comox Indians were about to 
leave for their homca with a large quantity 

'■ . ,-,r proceeded to the camp from which 
tliey were to start, in ques! of the " booty." 
On arriving tho Constable iinniediatcly sei/.- 
ed a can and a keg, each containing about 
five gallons, which wera secured and put in 
charge qf one pf Iho Comox farmers who 
was about to accompany the Indians, He 
then made further search and found another 
can, which he took possession of, and was 
about removing it when he was accosted by 
a Comox Indian, known by tho cognomen of 
" r.ooking-glaBS " (a son of the Chief) who 
said " tlie lirpior waa bis ; that he had paid 
for it." The Constable, however, disregard- 
ing tho Indian removed tbo liquor, liy this 
time tho father of " Lookins-glaaa " came 
with stones in his hands to the aid of his 
son ; .ho two assailed tbe Ooostable nith 
stones and a sliok. Tho Constablu's pos- 
ition being precarious, ho began to use his 
baton, which Iho Indians endoavorod to get 
hold of, bul failed. Unablo lo quell their 
ferocity with his baton, tbo Constable drew 
his pistol and toll hack, firing u random shot 
aa ho retreated. This did not deter the In- 
dians ; they continued to fight, and Iho Con- 
stable fired ot "Looking-glass," aiming at 
his breast, where the shot entered. Another 
shot was fired, the ball going through the 
hand of " Looking-glasa.'' At ihia stage of 
the melee the chief had got hold of a musket 
(which was not loaded) and waa about lev- 
elling it at lliu Coiifilablo when the while 
man in cliargu ol llio liipior wre'Sted i! from 
him. "Looking glas.i " iil.so took on a gun, 
but Could not use it, his hand being entirely 
disabled. Tlie gun, however, was taken 
from bim; matters becoming quiot, '' Looking- 
glass" walked up to the Constable and 
shook hands with him. After this a Coraox 
Indian named "Tom" volinUccrod bia ser- 
vices, which woroaeeeptod by iho (Jonstahle, 
who gave dircetiong lor Iho safe heeping of 
tho wounded Indian, iiiid then loft lor town 
to give iiilormalion lo Capl. Franklyn. J, P. 
A Warrant was issued fur ibo arrest of the 
chief, who was Inilgnd in jail, and Ibo Comox 
settlers wero detained to| give evidence in 
Court. Tho case was hoard on Ibo following; 
day (Saturday). The Court was filled wiib 
spectators. The evidence adduced waa, in 
riiibstaiieo, as above staled. Hut HOinethirig 
more, ol gnial importance to tho coiiiiiiunity 
of XanaiiiU), v/aa elicited in Court. All 
three ol the Como.x Hettlera gave it as tlmir 
opinion that the '•■ liquor" found in po^.^ess.. 
ion of tbo liiiliana was oblaiiiod from the 
Mill-stream Brewery. Tha Magislrate, after 
hearing an,! examining Iho evidenoo boaring 
on the caso, requested tho Intorprot.^r, .Mr. 
John Sabision, to tell tho prisoner wli;U lie 
had broiighl about by refining to give up tlie 
liipior, and (o remind liim of tlio fact lliat only 
a liltlu while ago he (tbo chiel) was inujo a 
constable and wub" lalki.-d to by 1 he Admiral 
when at Coiuox, on tho subject of hooping 
peaeu lunmig tho Indians. Tbo chief waa 
then lihoraiud, tho Mugiatrato considering 
na the gun with which ho attempted to aboot 
was not loaded, the puniahment infliotod on 
his son by being shot was Bufrieioni to ntjol 
tbe ends ol justieo. 

Bofnro tho Court wa.n elu?!-.! ihe Cousluble, 
who appeared with hi:; arm batnlaged up, 
publicly stated that Iroin inlnrnuUion ho had 
received, ho believed ihal liquor was fluid lo 
Iho Indians from lh(3 lirnwory, not only by 
retail, hut by wholesale, Tho man who ge.i- 
orally did tho busiooss of soiling, ho under- 
stood, was koowD as " Whiskey Dick." Tl o 
Magistrate thought " Whiskey Dick " had 
better *'mako tracks" if ho knew when hu 
was aafe. When his brother .Mngiatrato re-- 
turned thoy would consider wbm ig l)CHt to 
bo dono with tho liueiipo of tho lirowcty. 

Till) wounded Indian is lying in a danger- 
oils state, Ii iH poH.iilile lie iiiiiy lucuver. 
Tho (Joiistablu is not blamed. Ho ia deter- 
mined to do his duty, and saya whorover ho 
finds " rot gut " among tbo Indians lie is 
boi^ud to Boisa It, if it be in railga of posiibil- 
ity to do so.' One or two more such Oonstn- 
bloB would do good ot Naiiaimn,

from tbe other sido, got .himself into trouble 
yesterday. Jones, having heard, no doubt, of 
tbe superiority of tbe malt and spirituous die- 
-peDsed-in-Her Majeaty's Pes sossions over 
those sold across tbe water, thought ho would 
put the assettion to a practical test on his 
arrival here, and imbibed soinowhat too 
Irecly. ilis first Ireak, after losing self con- 
trol, was to visit a Celestial establishment, and 
endeavor lo dofraud Iho piir-tailed vendor of 
o.-angoa and other wares out of ohango for a 
95 note.
